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PRESSURE ON 
PRAGUE, 


THE intense Soviet pressure on 
Czechoslovakia has deeply shocked 
international public opinion. No vital 


national interest imposes these policies 
on Moscow and its allies in the con- 
servative Communist camp. It is only 
the fear of the narrow leadership of 
losing its grip on power and privilege 
that causes it to try to strangle a most 
remarkable and promising social and 
political experiment, the attempt 
genuinely. to combine ‘communism with 
individual freedom. 

The reason given for Soviet inter- 
vention in Czcchoslovakia is the pre- 


tense that the latter is on the verge 
of leaving the Warsaw Pact and thus 
endangering the’ vital interests of this 
organization. But Mr. Dubcek and other 
Czech leaders have made it clear that 
they have no intention of repeating the 
fatal error made by the Hungarien 
Prime Minister, Mr. Nagy, in 1956. 
The liberal. Communist leadership in 
Prague knows very well that “Czecho- 
slovakia is not between East and West, 
but between Germany and Russia and 
we must choose Russia's side,” ag Jan 
Masaryk once said. 

The Russians also claim that “social- 
ism is in danger" in Czechoslovakia, 
and that Prague is the victim of a C1.A. 
plot aiming to restore capitalism in 
East European countries. Every ob- 
jective observer in Prague has under- 
lined that socialism is firmly established 
there and that nobody intends to give 
industrial plants back to capitalists. 
What is in danger in Prague is the 
highly centralized and also inefficient 
style of planning and management 
which Stalin imposed on the Communist 
world because they were headed in in- 
da backward Russia. Wasbing- 
ton, London, Paris and Bonn hope only 
for'a relaxation of tension in Europe. 
The evalution in Prague certainly pleases 
them. but they would scarcely endanger 
dt by trying to precipitate other 
change: 

Meccow and the old-style Communists 
Are nearer to truth when they state that 
the dominating influence, of the Commu- 
nist Party itself is In danger in Prague, 
and that they must aid those there who 
want the former More rigid regime back. 
Dubeek's party certainty seeks public 
support in place of a police regime. 

Possibly as much 85 a quarter of the 
Central Committee of the Czechoslovak 
Communist Party, composed of Novotny’s 
supporters, believe the changes: have gone 
too far and it is*perhaps naturat that the 
Soviets are trying to. exploit this opposi- 
tion. Could Messrs. Brezhnev, Ulbricht 
and Gomulka afford to have Mr. Dubcek 
prove that it is possible to combine free- 
dom and Communism? How could they 
stop their people from trying to obtain 
the same liberties for themselves? 

But the situation has changed since 
1956, when the Soviet troops fired on 
Hungarian workers. For the time belnug, 
ihe Soviets are waging a war of nerves 
on Prague and taking their time moving 
troops out of Czechoslovakia. The Ru- 
manian and Yugoslav Governments, snd 
the Italian and French and other Com-~- 
munist parties have supported Prague. 
and open intervention would be at best 
a major political embarrassment. There 
4s still a Communist unity that will not 
be jeopardized 1 anything short of force 
can slow down developments in Czecho- 
slovakia. Whatever the solution found, 
the damage done to the prestige of the 
Soviet leadership will not be easily re- 
paired.

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Czechs ready to 
talk with Soviets 


PRAGUE. — Czechoslovakia's communist leaders have told the Soviet Union 
they are prepared to meet and discuss policy differences, informed sources said 
yesterday. The Czech reply set no site for the talks, but the Soviet invitation 
to the meeting had suggested Moscow, Kiev or Lvov. No statement is expected 
here before Sunday or Monday as the Czechs wish to have a brief rest before 


undertaking a fresh round of talks. 

Soviet leaders were believed to have 
abandoned hopes of an internal upheaval 
by hard-line Communists within Czecho- 
slovakia, and ta have become convinced 
they will have to talk with reform leader 
Alexander Dubcek on his own terms as 
regards Ume. and place. 

The only alternative which both Moscow 
and Prague want to avoid at all costs was 
Soviet military intervention which, as in 
Hungary in 1956, would isolate the Soviet 
‘Union from most of the world and further 
fracture the Comrounist camp. 

The difference between the latest Soviet 
request for a meeting’ and previous invita- 
tions was that this one was made just 
after Dubcek claimed unanimous support 
for his independent policies from the Czech 
Communist Party Central Conimittee and 
said he would go on with his Jiberaliza- 
tion course, 


INVITATION CONFIRMED 

There could be no doubt that Dubcek 
was firmly in charge with little or no Jike- 
lihood that he could now be removed hy 
Moscow-oriented followers of deposed 
Communist leader Antonin Novotay. 

The Czech News Agency, Ceteka, con- 
firmed earlier that the invitatton from the 
Politburo of the Central Committee of the 
Soviet Communist Party had heen received 
in Progue. " 

But Ceteka gave no hint of any 86. 
ceptance or rejection or comment on the 
Soviet suggestion that the talks be held 
in either of the Ukrainian cities of Lvov, 
not far from the Czechoslovakian border, 
or Kiev. In fact it did not meotion the 
proposed Soviet sites. 

Early in the ideological crisis Dubcek 
said he was willing to have bilateral talks 
with friendly Communist parties — and he 
has met in Prague with half a dozen to 
date. But he has stated that neither he 
nor his colleagues would leave the country 
at this time — at least until the Septeim- 
ber party congress in Prague. 

WESTERN PLOT 

Thus the Soviet Union was believed to 
be edging towards an agonising reappraisal 
of whether to countenance the use of force 
to impose its will on Czechoslovakia or to 
continue with political pressure ogainst 
the Prague leadership. 

Since the Soviet Union and its four 
rematoing Hast European allies —- East 
Germany, Poland, Huogary aod Bulgaria 
— warned Prague in a letter earller this 
week to halt tts radical Mberalization pro- 
gramme, the Soviet press has criticised 
Czechoslovakia continuously. 

It has claimed the discovery of an arms 
cache in Czechoslovakia allegedly destined 
for insurgent groups, and claimed the ex~ 
istence of a Western plot to subvert and 
eventually invade Czechoslovakia.

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US. Congress in surprise 
move on Phantom supply

WASHINGTON. — The House of Representatives adopted a surprise amend- 
ment to the administration's foreign sid bill on Thursday night, authorizing 
President Johnson to negotiate an agreement with Israel for the sale of F-4 


Phantom jets. 

The proposal, offered by Rep. Lester L 
Wolff, New York Democrat, gave ex- 
pression to growing Congressional support 
for Israel'g application. There was no op- 
position on the floor except for a techuical 
point of order based on the belief of some 
members that the amendment should have 
been offered to another bili — the Ad- 
ministration’s pending arms sales bili, 


A few minutes later, however, the 
House rejected an amendment by Rep. 
William F. Ryan, another Democrat from 
New York, which would have prohibited 
the supply of American weapons to Jor- 
dan. This was defeated after Chairman 
Thomas E. Morgan of the House Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs read out state- 
ments by Israel's Prime Minister Levi 
Eshkol and Forelgn Minister Abba Eban 
to the effect that Israel preferred to have 
Jordan receive weapons from the United 
States rather than from the Soviet Union.

But when the shoe 19 on the other foot, 
the delight quickly turng to scorn. 

Tt is a special sort of poetic justice 
when the Chinese and other Communists 
Tust denounce as counter-revolutionary 
the labour sbrikes that in other lands 
they hail as fuly revolutionary. This is 
the situation China finds itself in today. 

While Peking has spared no effort to 
Jaud the occasional Jarge strike in the 


* US. Britain or other “capitalist coun- 


tries, or to sing high praise of the workers 
during the recent troubles in France, it 
hos found itself in the embarrassing po- 
sition of having to explain why strikes 
in China are wrong. “In the dark society 
of bourgeois dictatorship," explained a 
workers’ journal printed in the South 
China city of Canton recently, “labour 
strikes are 2 revolutionary action of the 
deeply-embittered working-class against 
the bourgeoisie. 

“But in the new China under the lead- 
ership of the proletarian headquarters, 
headed by Chairman Mac with Vice- 
Chairman Lin Piao, as his deputy, where 
the working class is the master of the 
counter-revolutionary action... It is a big 
house, the labour strike is a completely 
sinister scheme in which the enemy tries 
to shake the foundation of our socialist 
economy. through sabotage of production, 
So as to undermine the Great Proletarian 
Cultural Revolution,” 

All of this ig not slmply the product 
of idle hands and minds. China is con- 
tinuing to experience widescale industrial 
unrest, The usual appeal to “prasp revo- 
Jution and promote production” has done 
little to halt the disorder, Thus, publica- 
tions such as the workers’ journal in Can- 
ton have found it necessary uot only to 
explain why strikes have no place in a 
Maoist China, but also to denounce them 
in severe terms. 

“Labour strikes have a class character,” 
the denunciation runs, “Under the condi-~ 
tlon of proletarian dictatorship, the labour 
strike is disloyalty to Chairman Mao. 
It ig the greatest crime." fn the present 
circumstances jn China, no stronger con- 
demination could be forthcomug than that 
of “disloyalty to Chairman Mao.” 

The extent of the industrial unrest and 
factory walkouts 15 difficult to gauge in 
terms of the whole of China. But if the 
scattered examples available to observers 
here are representative of the problem, 
it is Indeed significant.

Allen, the younger of the two Bronf- 
mun brothers, is in Israel — again -- 
Qi lis 25th visit — at the head of a 
group of 123 men and women, Most of 
them young, of the Combloed Jewish 
Appeal of Canada. They are here fur a 
14-day tour under the guidance of Keren 
Hayesod, 

The Keren Hayesod could not have 
found a better man to lead such ἃ group, 
ar to beat the fund-raising drums. Allen 
Bronfman is nearly 73 today, but with 
his finvid, lively looks and immense zest 
aod intensity, he could pass for 60. 

On the duy he was interviewed he bad 
risen at 6.30, travelled with over 100 
people half his age all day long, get- 
ting off and on ta see the sights. 

In the evening, between 8.320 and 
10.30, he was still lively, high-spirited 
and gregarious. liberally sprinkling his 
talk with Yiddish humour and snatches 
οὐ Hebrew phrases learnt in a hederal- 
ποσὶ 70 years aga. 

He attributes his youthfulness to his 
jaterest in people and causes, "I get up 
at 4.30 in the morning and put in three 
hours of work before 1 go to the office,” 
he says. “What kind of work? All the 
public duties in which I'm involved." His 
hlue eyes twinkle with delight when ask- 
ed why he does so much. “A man has to 
make a living.” he said, neglecting to 
Mention that ull his organizational work 
was unpald—and in fact cost him untold 
sums of money. 

His assoclation wilh things Jewish goes 
back ty his parents, “They settled io 
Brandon, Manitoba, where I was born in 
1895. We were four brothers and four 
sisters. My purenats were so afraid that we 
wyuld drift awuy from Judaism because 
we were sa fat away from a Jewish 
centre that they brought a rabbi te Bran- 
don to teach us, I began to Jearn be- 
fore I was four. Nine years later the 
fumily moved to Winnipeg, and I went 
to high school and college and studied 
law.”

Moshe Zvi, but Iwas called after the groc- 
er across the street”) practised law for 
five years. While he was a lawyer, his 
parents took part in the founding of a 
Jewish orphanage. He was promptly made 
ἃ meniber of the board of trustees. “When 
the chairmanship became vacant, they 
appointed me to it, I was 24, a bachelor, 
and had 105 children.” 

In 1924 he left Winnipeg and the law 
for Montreal, and never returned to either. 
In Montreal, he joined the family’s Nquor 
pusiness which at that time was expanded 
from trading to distilling. The new 
venture succeeded beyond all dreams, but 
ali the same, Allen always found time 
for Jewish and general charities and other 
public causes, “In 1929, the Federation 
of Jewish Philanthropy decided to raise 
$800,000 for a general hospital. The execu- 
tive committee handed the fund-raising 
job to me. I raised $1.6m. and the hos- 
pital was opened In 1934. I served as Sts 
President for 25 years, stlll am honorary 
president and am still active in it, At 
that time the hospital was small, Today 
it has 650 beds." 

In 1944 Norman Bentwich visited Mont- 
real and persuaded Allen Bronfman to 
recruit Friends of the Hebrew University 
in all Canada. “For the first six months, 
my secretary came home to me every 
morning at 5 o'clock and we wrote let- 
ters' to every individual we could think of. 
Today there are 58 chapters of Friends 
οὐ the University in Canada.” 

He speaks strongly of the impurtance 
oF the University, “After all, Israel -Isn't 
blessed with natural resources like the 
U.S. and Canada. Progress here must come 
through education, through research and 
science.” He is deputy chairman of the 
Board of Governors of the University, 
and when the younger people go back 
home, he is staying on to attend a meet- 
ing of the Board. 

Over the years, he has received 
many awards, citations, decoratlons, hono- 
rary degrees and other titles, He Is as- 
sociated with so many public organiza- 
tions that a column would not suffica 
to name them all. They all point to one 
dominant trait in him: a Strong, sincere 
and abiding concern with the welfare of 
his fellow men, whether they are crippled 
children, orphans, the sick, Boy Scouts, 
— in Israel, Canada -and else- 
where. 


Shortish in build, wearing a jaunty 
butter-fly tie, his travel companions de- 
scribe him as the life of the party. His 
zest is contagious. ‘I've always found 
that if I give myself up to my work, 
everyhody else around me doeg the sanie.” 

During the bus tour of Israel, Mr. Bronf- 
man sings Jewish or Hebrew songs over 
the loudspeaker and dances with the Is- 
racll folkdancers, His eyes sparkle when 
he talks about Israel, or when he talks 
about the tour of the West Bank, “The 
hills were barren, empty, depressiny. And 
then we got back to Israel and everything 
turned green again and how good it was 
to see it.” Phrases and proverbs he re- 
members from his heder days. He twice 
quoted — with relish — Shemaryahu Le- 
vin (whom he knew): “You don't have 
to be meshugge to be a Zionist, but it 
helps." 

G.B. Shaw once complained that youth 
was wasted on children. It is not wasted 
on Allen Bronfman, It fits him admirably, 
and Israel is the better for it. 
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Bethlehem: holy place since time of Rachel 


Au the world knows the village of 
Bethieham-Ephrata, situated south of 
Jerusalem in the area allocated to the 
tribe of Judah. 

Jewish links with Bethlehem date back 
to the days of the patriarchs, in the se- 
cond Millenium E.C.E., when Rachel, Ja- 
cob's wife, died in childbirth and was 
buried “In the way. to Ephrata which is 
Bethlehem and Jacob set a pillar upon 
her grave; that is the pillar of Rachel's 
grave unto this day.” Genesis 35:19-20. 

The summer Idyll of Boaz and the 
Moabitess, Ruth, took place in the fields 
of Bethlehem. Jt was towards the end 
of the period of the Judges, bably 
around 1,050 B.C.E, when the Praithful 
Ruth left Moab with her SBethlemite 
mother-in-law, Naomi, and “came to Beth- 
Jehem at the barley harvest." Ruth 1:22. 

From this romantic union stemmed the 
royal house of David, great-grandson of 
Buth and Boaz. Tradition holds, too, that 
the founder of the Christian faith was 2 
descendant of the same kingly family, and 
that Bethlehem was his birthplace. 

Still g quiet township 
800 metres. above sea level, it 
ig easily reached by driving from the 
Tailway station towards Talpiot along 
the Hebron Road. Ahead lopms the grey 
stone mass of fortress-like Mar Elias, 
founded as a Monastry. in the 6th cen- 
tury ΟΕ. and used as a Jordanian 
strongpoint during the Six Day War. Op- 
postte is the memorial tablet to Air 
Force pilot Dan Givon, who fell in action 
in June 1967. 

Almost immediately you will notice, to 
the right, an arch imscribed with the date 
1881. It leads into an estate called Tan- 
tour, which belongs to the order of the 
Knights of Malta, and was originally 
planned to provide medica] treatment for 
the local ‘population. 

Towards the east, the hilltop castle of 
Herodium stands out clearly against the 
sky, and westward you begin to see the 
village of Beit Jala climbing up the 
Mountain. A thousand metres above sea 
level, Beit Jala —- biblical Giloh — was 
the home of King David's counsellor, 
Ahitophel. A good and conscientious man, 
when his advice went unheeded, II Sa- 
muel, 17:23 tells how “he got him home 
to his house, to his city, put his house- 
hold in order, and hanged himself" -— 
one ot the few suicides recorded in the

doorposts to Rachel’s Tomb, which is re-. 


vered by Moslem and Christians as well 
as Jews. A simple stone building with δὶ 
white, domed roof, it consists of an an- 
teroom with a mikrab, or Moslem prayer 
niche, in its south wall, while the ceno- 
taph itself, over 2 metres high, practical- 
ly fills the small inner chamber. A coan- 
stant stream of worshippers come to pray 
at the shrine of Jacob's pretty young 
wife, and to leave petitions tucked into 
crevices between the bricks. 


Sacred for many centuries, it’ was al- 
ready mentioned by the Bordeaux Pil- 
grim in 333 C.E., while some 300 years 
Jater it is described as being surmounted 
by a pyramid. During Crusader days it 
was rebuilt with four columns supported 
by ἃ cupola, Only in 1788, according to 
Father Eugene Hoade, was it walled up.

Tourists are scarce on 
once-crowded Riviera

any trouble finding beach space on 
the Riviera this summer, but she may 
have difficulty drawing ἃ crowd of ad- 
mirers, It's hard to find any sort of 
crowd in thig millionaires’ playground, 
suffering its worst seasou in years as 
the result of the “1968 French revolution.” 
‘The cosmopolitan millionaires are back 
again, living in lofty isolation in their 
poate. villas, but the of sun- 
sei ig foreigners who ly filled 
its hotels and beaches cach summer pave 
not come this year. Some Scandinavians 
and a few Germans sre scattered along 
the Mediterranean coast, but the stereo- 
typed camera-toting, free-spending Amer- 
ican tourist has all but disappeared. 
“There are a few Americans, hut they're 
students or young people, all looking 
for youth hostels and cheap hotels,” said 
dark-haired Rosine Funel, manning the 
Tourist Information Office across from 
the Nice Railway station.

Thick, buttressed walls 
of great stone slabs give an impression 
of a citadel, while the metre-high entry 
aperture .is easly blocked for safety. 
Closed by an iron-studded, heavy wooden 
door, it leads into a vestibule with a 
guard room, then to a huge thnbered 
gate, and into the basilica. 


As Emperor built 

Lofty and spacious, with four rows 
each consisting of twelve towering, red- 
dish-brown marble pillars, the impressive 
structure is basically that erected by 
Emperor Justinian early in the &th 
century, although much remains of the 
original basilica of Emperor Constan- 
tine, built in 326 C.E. The two end 
pillars in each Hine are cut off by 
8 Trecently-constructed division. A fine oc- 
tagonal font, 1.5 metres across and made 
of the same marble 88 the columns, 
stands in the south aisle between the 
third and fourth pillars. Under wooden 
trapdoors in the nave are parts of the 
4th century mosafe floor, Much of which 
is in perfect condition. It was discover- 
ed_only in 1933. : 

To the east, a platform with three 
rounded apses rises over the Grotto of 
the Nativity. Hundreds of lamps hang 
above the altars; censers emit perfumed 
smoke that darkens the paintings and 
tapestries, while ornate carved wood 
screens and chancels appear to fill this 
church to overflowing. 

North and south of the platform are 
steep, narrow stairways descending into 
the grotto, where an alcove with a 
silver star ly Marks the actual 
birthplace of Christ. Another small 
cavern with a rock-cut trough, now 
marble-lined, is said to be the manger 
used as 8 cradle for the infant Jesus. 


Patterned asbestos curtains, a gift from ἢ 


the French Government during : the “last 
century, cover the native rock and pro. 
tect it from souvenir-hunters. 

A door from the right-hand, ὃς south. 
ern, apse takes you out to fhe ‘Greek 
monastery and to 8 complex.of Réman. 
Byzantine underground tombs. The north. 
era apse leads to the newly-reconstricteg 
Chapel of St. Catherine, from where you 
descend to ἃ subterranean labyrinth of 
ancient rock-cut graves. A ‘small cham. 
ber to the left containg three récdssed 
shelves under curved arcovolia, and part 
of a thick pillar, said to be insctibeq 
with Jewish symbols. 

Further on are burial] locoli and 2 
number of erypts which were converted 
into chapels in the early 1960s. Here st, 
Jerome is said to have lived and worked 
on his translation of the Bible trom He. 
brew into Watin, and here other saints, tog, 
are reputed to Have been buried. Interlink. 
ing one with the other, the most distant 
polut in these underground vaults reaches 
into the grotto itself. 


Restored in 1949 


+ A statue of St. Jerome stands in the 
Middle of the secluded quadrangle that 
is the forecourt to St. Catherine's Chapel, 
Restored in 1949 by the Italian architect, 
Barluzzi, who had built and repaired 
Many lovely churches in Jerusalem, tha 
chapel and cloister incorporates the ori- 
ginal Crusader design, and miuch of the 
original masonry. Noteworthy, too, are 
the bas-relief bronze doorg of exceiient 
workmanship. 

It was about 326 C.E., during ths 
reign of the Emperor Constantine, that 
8 Majestic basilica began to rise on this 
very spot. Far larger than the present 
one, it extended over the whole court. 
yard as you see it now. The floor — 
gtill visible under the wooden trapdoors 
— was of exquisite mosaics, and above 
the Grotto of the Nativity was built an 
octagonal altar. with a central aperture 
‘through which the grotto could be glimps- 
ed. Some decades after the completion of 
the basilica, St, Jerome, St. Paula and 
other saintly persons made their homes 
nearby and founded monasteries and con- 
vents, 

In the year 528 C.E., disaster — 
either an earthquake or destructlon at 
the hands of the rebellious Samaritans 
— struck the church. Within a few years 
it wag re-built by Justinian almost exact- 
ly as you see it now. At the east end 
of the courtyard he erected a containing 
wall with a wide portal, of which the 
ribbed lintel stil) remains above the pres- 
ent entry. Next, he left a narrow porch 
for the guards, then he put up the 48 
huge pillars aud the red stone font. Ex- 
panding the eastern section, he made a 
three-fold apse which covered an area 
nearly twice as large as Constantine's 
octagonal altar. 

Over the atrium, or front portico, was 
@ mosaic of the Three Wise Men. It ta 
generally accepted that the Persians in 
614 CE. spared this particular church 
because the men were shown wearlng 
Persian dress. 

Unharmed by the Moslem invasion of 
the Tth-century, the basilica was refur- 
bished and re-decorated by the Crusaders, 
Patches of the opines mosaics added in 
medieval times remain on the wall 
and In the to, and paintings of saints 
have been left on the upper halves of 
the columns, To the north, the Church: 
of St. Catherine was added, and the out- 
side fortified and strengthened. Under 
Justinian's broad lintel you can ΘΕΠῚ see 
the Crusaders’ pointed entry arch, which 
was cut down even amaller during Turk- 
ish Tule. This was to prevent marauders 
galloping into the church on horseback 
and carrying off precious silver, gold, 
paintings and even marble slabs. It is 
said the Turks stripped the lead from 
the roof to turn it into bullets.

Dr. Theresa Better 


τ barca Better, who died 3 short 
time ago at her home on Mt, Car- 
Mel, was founder and director of the 
maternity hospital that bears her name. 
She was a woman of rare courage and 
determination as well as a skilled phy- 
sician and above all 8 humanitarian. 
She was born in 1897 of an assimilated fa- 
mily in Lvov. After her graduation from 
medical school she met a fellow graduate, 
Dr, E. Better, who was to become her 
husband, and who was deeply imbued 
with Zionist ideology. She too beeame 
committed Zionist and they decided to 
come to Palestine. They sought the ad- 
vice of Mr. Μ΄ Ussishkin, head of the Jewish 
National Fund, who tried to dissuade them, 


arguing that there already was a gynat- * 


cologist in the country. He didn’t feel 
theres was room for two additional young, 
well trained doctors, who perhaps would 
not be prepared to put up with the hard- 
ships of a pioneering country. 

Undeterred, they arrived in Halfa in 
the winter of 1923, and proceeded to set 
up a modern gynaecological clinic which 
soon gained widespread renown, espec- 
fially among the Orthodox and Arab 
women, hoth of whom were reluctant to 
be attended by a male physician. 

Unfortunately Dr. Better’'s husband died 
while still in the prime of Jife and be- 
fore the plang for their hospital build- 
ing could be realized. Undaunted by the 
tragedy she carried on with a busy 
professional life along with bringing up 
her two children, Uri, who is now a phy- 
sician in Beersheba, and her daughter 
Hedva. She participated actively in the 
needs of the Yishuy and the Hagana 
could always count on her for help with 
the secret transportation of arms. 

HELP FOR UNMARRIED Mi 

On many occasions Dr. Better encourag- 
ed and supported pregnant unmarried 
girls to carry through and not resort to 
abortion. She made arrangements for 
adoption of their children or organized 
their marriage whenever possible so that 
they could keep and care for thelr own 
child. 

In 1956 she was sent by the Israel! 
Government to Burma as an expert ad- 
viser in gynaecology, where she set up 
8 hospital for soldiers’ wives near Ran- 
goon. She also founded a school for mid- 
wifery and established a Graduate School 
for woman doctors, After her return to 
Haifa Dr. Better devoted herself to the 
problem of family planning and together 
with Dr. Shifra Ernst established a 
Marriage Counselling Centre in Haifa. 
Dr. Better was also a fellow of the World 
Organization for Family Planning. She 
was also, at one time, president of the 
Israel Association of Medical] Women and 
Chairman of the Haifa Chapter of Uni- 
versity Women. 

Theresa Better was a dynamic, coura- 
geous woman who responded to the needs 
of her patients and the community at 
large with wisdom and compassion. Our 
people are the richer for having had 
‘Theresa Better in their midst. and her 
-loss is deeply felt by all.

“In no old-age home in Israel today 
can the situation be described az cata- 
strophic. This was not the case three or 
four years ago. Since the introduction of 
the law for the Inspection of these homes 
in 1965, the situation has improved con- 
siderably.” 


This is how Mr. Amram Bium, Legal 
Adviser to the Minister of Social Welfare, 
described the effect of the law to the 
Public Committee for the Aged in Jeru- 
salem last week. The Committee, 
which was established by the Ministry 
some years ago and only became active 
again about six months ago, discussed the 
standards in old-age homes. 


The Jaw established certain standards 
for the’ homes, mainly regarding the 
building itself. The law stipulated that 
there must net be more than two persons 
per room. Committee members pointed 
out that this law Is not applied rigidly 
to established homes. The Ministry‘s 
claim that it Is often better that people 
have some sort of a home than none at 
all was contradicted by members, who 
sald overcrowding often means rea] hard- 
shir. forthe old people. 

The Committee's main criticism feli on 
the methods of inspection of the homes. 
They pointed out that it is quite clear 
that an inspector sees only what the 
home's director wants him to see durlog 
a three-hour visit. They suggested the 
setting up of a permanent conumittee to

Israel's foreign trade“gap widened considerably during the first six months

Net exports for the first half of the 
year were $325m., while last year exports 
in January-June were §282m.

June exports fell by eight per cent com- 
Pared to May, but the decrease was actu- 
ally less than the seasonal drop expected.

Visits to West Bank 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
The number of students arriving from 


the Arab countries ta spend the summer . 


holiday with relatives in the West Bank 
rose Sharply last week. An average of 
200 students now cross the Allenby. 
Bridge daily as compared to an average 
of fifty previously, a Military Government 
spokesman told The Poat. The scheme 
started in mid-June. All the students are 
due to return by mid-September. 

It 13 believed the rise is due to the 
Jordanian announcement that passports 
stamped with an Israeli entry permit will 
be changed. Students previously were held 
back by concern at the attitude of Arab 
governments, particularly those of Syria 
and Egypt, who reportedly prohibited the 
entry of students holding passports with 
an IsraekK stamp. 

Over 5,000 such applications have been 
approved by the Israel{ authorities, it is 
learnt. Some 2,000 of the students have 
so far comme to the West Bank.

Because of the refusal of the Jordanians 
to coordinate, the scheme was resumed in- 
dependently by Israel in February. Since 
then 3.400 more applications were dealt 
with, and 1,400 people were repatriated. 
Under this scheme West Bank residents 
are now coming across every Monday and 
‘Thursday.

LONDON (Reuter!, — A witness claini- 
jng connections with the American Secret 
Service denied a defence suggestion at a 
murder heuring here Friday that he plan- 
ned to kidnap the Pope and hold him for 
ranson). 

Alan Bruce Cooper, who sald he had 
worked for the Seeret Servier for two 
years, gave evidence in the case against 
four men charged with planning to murde> 
a man jn London's fumous Old Bailvy 
Criminal Court by a cynanide-loaded 
needle fired from an attache cuse. 

Among the accused are the Ray twins, 
Ronald and Reginald, well known in 
London's Soho nightelub district, 

Cooper. who said he had become a 
police joformer to "save his own skin,” 
was closely cross-examined by a defence 
lawyer after admitting he had set up the 
planned murder, He denied any plan tu 
kidnap the Pope. But he sald he had one+ 
been approached by the Rays to raise a 
private army to rescue former Congo 
Premier Moishe Tshombe, Imprisoned in 
Algeria. 

He also denied defence suggestions that 
he planned to raise ἃ private army to 
assassinate the President of Malawi or 
that while on a visit to America he hid 
tried to contact the Mafia-Cosa Nostr, 

Cooper said the lawyers could chevk 
his credentials with the Secret Service's 
European director. 

The prosecution said the murder plan- 
ned for the Old Bailey failed when the 
killer, hired for £1,000, lost his nerve in 
the crowded courtroom,

Czechoslovakia ‘symptom’ of 
socialist democracy—Sneh 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — What is happening in Prague today is a symptom of the process of 
differentiation and democratization within the socialist camp. Czechoslovakia is 
the eighth country which has discarded the unquestioned hegemony of the 
Soviet Union, and Moscow would make a grave mistake and greatly damage its 


prestige among socialists everywhere if 
forces by force,” Communist leader 
Moshe Sneh said on Friday. 

In an analysis of events in ‘Eastern 
Europe at the Engineers Forum, Mr. 
Sach pointed out that a comparison with 
Soviet intervention Jn Hungary jn 1956 
would be misleading. At that time, the 
anti-Socialist element in the uprising 
galned the upper hand, sought to rein- 
state the previous regime and to restore 
nationalized land to its previous owners. 

The Czechoslovak leaders of today had 
no intention whatever of abolishing the 
Socialist regime, but rather wanted to 
reform and improve it. Nor did they want 
te withdraw from the Warsaw Pact which 
Suaranteed their country's security against 
German aggression. 

Mr. Sneh also recatled that hetween 
1956 and 1959 the Soviets had tried to 
intervene in Poland against the rise to 
power of Gomulka, without success, The 
entire Soviet Polithureau flew to Warsaw 
at the time, but the Polish Communists 
resisted all pressure, and It was odd that 
Gomulka today jolned the Sovicts in their 
stand agalost Hberalization in Czechoslo- 
vakia. where it is a natural and inevitable 
development. 

Mr. Sneh also pointed out that the way 
in which the Soviet leaders had forced 
the Eastern Bloc countries to sever dip- 
Jomatic relations with Israel last year had 
confronted them with their own Jack of 
judependence. Ὑπὸ more freedom the So- 
cialist countries achieve in determining 
their own foreign policy, the more bal- 
anced their attitude would become on the 
conflict in the Middle East and the grea- 
ter their support for a peaceful coexist- 
ence between Israel aud her neighbours.

Moscow, the recent high-level American 
visit here, and others, Foreign Minister 
Lung has recently rea his Gov- 
ernment's support for the Jarring mis- 
sion’s peace efforts, which can there- 
fore be expected to ‘ue prominently 
conversations here. 

The present situation, in which .the 
Arab states, a year after the war, have 
reaffirmed only their desire for more 
war and their refusal to negotiate, calls 
for patience and vigilance against ‘polite 
cal snares set by adversaries. But it 
makes an equal demand for the con- 
tinuing cultivation of our tested friends. 
There is no better example of these than 
Holland. precisely because its friendship 
has been proven time and time again. 
The pro-Israel feeling which swept ol- 
land during the fateful period of the 
Six Day War last year when, according 
to all accounts, the Dutch people 
seemed to have felt the struggle almost 
as their own, naturally must pale. with 
the passage of time. The intricacies of 
diplomatic moves and countermoves can 
blur the main issue_of peace and nor- 
mality, which for Israel remains the 
essential issue today a8 last June. 

In this context, the Israel Govern- 
ment leaders, in their talks with Mr. 
Luns, will be able te draw on the 
visiting statesman's political insight and 
experience. Of all Europe's Foreign 
Ministers, Mr, Luns is said to be the 
Jongest in office. He is also a European 
jeader, prominent in such institutions 
as the European Economic Community, 
NATO, the European Parliament, and 
many others. He has championed the 
extension of the EEC. to outside 
seountries, and might report here on the 
future prospects for Israel's bid for 
association. ᾿ 

That there are no bilateral problems 
between the countries is doubly a good 
thing — it will enable Mr. Luns to see 
much of the country and its people in 
the four days he is here. There is still 
no better way of getting at the essence.

Bakr calls on Iraqis to 
‘eradicate war shame’ 


BEIRUT. — President Ahmed Hassati al-Bakr called on Iraqis yesterday to work. 
to eradicate the “shame of the June 5 war” with Israel fast year, Baghdad Radio’ 
reported, The President was speaking during an inspection tour of some Na- 


tional Guard units. . 

Bakr congratulated the officers and men 
on the success of the “July 17 revolution,” 
and said It had not been staged for the 
sake of persons, but rather to change 2 
corrupt system and save the society. 

Referring to the war with Israel, he 
sald Iraq entered the war "unprepared and 
sent limited forces to -Jordan without 
enough supplies, whioh were hit on the 
way...” - 

Iraq's new Foreign Minister, Naaser al 
Hani, attacked the U.S. in an interview 
with Arab reporters. “American policy 
at thig Moment amounts to ful, support 
for Israel at the expense of Arab rights,” ἡ 
he said.” “America’s attitude at the UN. 
also does not encourage at present any 
reconsideration of the question of the 
resumption of diplomatic relations.” 

Hani said Iraq was particularly grateful 
to the Soviet Union for tne support it 
had given the Arab cause at the U.N. 
and for its material assistance. “I should 
also, mention with appreciation the atti- 
tude of other socialist countries and of 
Communlst China.” 

, Questioned about Iraq's relations with 
Syria and Egypt, which so far have heen 
600] to the new regime, Hani said it was 
“essential at this decisive stage in the * 
history of the Arab uation for all Arab - 
countries to work hand in hand ag one - 
bloc, from Morocco to Irag.” He stressed 


Iraq’s cooperation also with Tran, .Turkey 


and Afro-Astan countries. 

He made no specific pledge that there 
would be national elections, which would 
be the first in more than 10 years, but 
said that the Government was aware that 
the people looked forward to a “true 
democratic μέρ." The election of a parlia- 
ment and the return to parliamentary 
fe would undoubtedly solve a lot of 
problema, 

The general policy of the new Goverp- 
ment was to ablde by. international agree- 
ments previously concluded. 

From London it ig reported that the 
former Iraq! President, Abdul Rahman 
Aref, has been granted a visa to remain 
in Britain for three months, 

In Cairo, the Iraqi Embassy informed 
the Arab League of the latest develop- 
ments in the country and said last week's 
‘coup Was a domestic affair. 

The Embassy, in a note to the League's 
Assistant Secretary-General, Sayed Nofal, 
said Iraq was/insisting on adherence to 
the League's charter and would work to 
achieve unity of Arab action politically, 
militarily and economically, 

The note also indicated insistence on 
“usurped Arab rights in Palestine and full 
consolidation of commando activities in 
occupled territories," Nofai said.

Dr. Luns was received by Foreiga Min~- 
ister Abba, Eban and Ministry heads, the 
Netherlands Ambassador in Israel, Baron 
Bentinck van Schoonheten, and Supreme 
Court Justice Moshe Landau. Dr. Luns 
said he was coming to Israel with a sense 
of satisfaction, and was bringing with him 
the greetings of the Dutch people and’ 
their government, who felt a special prox- 
imity to the Jewish people because of 
the terrible suffering both had experienced 
during World War IL a 

Holland was interested in seeing an end 
to the Middle Bast crisis. The talks he 
had held with Foreign Minister Ehan in 
The Hague had been “most useful” He 
had visited Egypt once last month, ἃ se- 
cond time on his way to Indonesia, and 
now he was looking forward to the talks 
scheduled in Israel. 

Foreign Minister Eban, welcoming Dr. 
Lups on behalf of the Government, said 
their talks in The Hague had been partic- 
warly interesting because of the Dutch 
Foreign Minister's visits to other capitals. 
He considered the talks he would hold 
with Dr. Luns would be highly important.

NIAMEY, Niger. — Nigerian and Biafran delegates, who have been meeting 


here to discuss the possible resumption of peace talks to end the civil war, were 
reported yesterday to have “considered concrete proposals” to bring relief sup- 


plies to starving refugees. 

The two sides are to meet again today 
under the chairmanship of President Diori 
of the Niger Republic. 

In Lagos, Nigeria's Federal Information 
Commissioner, Chief Anthony Enahoro, 
was standing by ready to fly ta Niamey 
if needed as chief delegate to the talks 
with Biafra, informed sources said. Chief 
Enahoro led the Nigerian team to the 
Peace talks which failed in Kampala last 
May. 

Senior - Federal officials yesterday de- 
nied a report that the Nigerian leader, 
Major-General Yakubu Gowon, may fly to 
Addis Ababa for a direct peace meeting 
with Lieut.-Col. Odumegwu Ojuku of 
Biafra, Chief Enahoro would almost cer- 
tainly lead the Federal side again if fui!- 
seale peace talks went ahead, official 
Sources said, 

Meanwhile it is reported that tons of 
relief? supplies collected by international 
reef agencies have piled up in Nigerla 
and on the Spanish island of Fernando Po 
off the Nigerian coast, awaiting transport 
to Biafra. Only a trickle has’ reached its 
destination, mainly by hazardous night 
flights from Fernando Po over the Sghting 
lines. Biafra has no port under its control 
at present. 

The current preliminary talks were ar- 
fanged by the Organization of African 
ταῖν. 


Pope admits 
τ secret airlift 


CASTELGANDOLFO (Reuter). — Pope 
Paul admitted for the first time yester- 
day that the Vatican had secretly sent 
planes with food and medicine into be- 
leaguered Biafra. 

It has been known for some time that 
ἃ Roman Catholic relief agency, Caritas 
International, has been defying the black- 
ade and smuggling relief supplies into the 
breakaway territory, but the Pope has 
never publicly referred to the operation. 
The filghts have been. made at night from 
thc Portuguese island of Sao Tome to 
emergency airstrips in the Biafran jungle. 

In his usual Sunday midday blessing of 
pilgrims, the Pope also appealed to Ni- 
gerla and Biafra to hold :alks to end the 
confiict. He expressed his sorrow at the 


_ situation in Vietuam, the Middle Hast “and 


especially Bigfra," where war and suf- 
fering posed grave dangers for the world. 

Caritas sources said the organization 
had already sent ever 30 planeloads — 
about 315 tons — of food and medicine 
into Biafra since Jast March. The thou- 
sands of-war refugees in Biafra.need about - 
300 tons of food a day.

Police stoned 
in U.K. clash 


on Vietnam 


LONDON (Reuter). -— Demonstrators 
protesting against U.S. policy in Vietnum 
exchanged blows with police outside the 
American Embassy here yesterday during 
a march marking the anniversary of the 
1954 Geneva Agreement on (Vietnam, 
Sticks, stones and other missiles were 
thrown at the police. 

The clashes came as police tied ly 
clear several hundred protesters who had 
broken away from the 10,000-strong 
march that had passed peacefully throuzh 
sedate Grosvenor Square, where the eim- 
bassy is located. 

More than 1,000 police stood shoulder 
to shoulder around the square to prevent 
4& repeat of the bloody rioting which uc- 
curred during 2 similar anti-Vietnam war 
demonstration last March. 

Fighting broke out yesterday when po- 
liee moved in to tackle splinter groups 
who had broken through a hedge on to 
the grassy square in front of the em- 
bassy.

U.S. warned 
on wages 
and prices 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — Americans 
were warned yesterday that they are still 
on a “dangerous road” of excessive wage 
and price rises. The warning was issued 
by the Cabinet Committee on Price Stabil- 
ity which was set up by President Johnson 
in February to study the sources of 
inflation. 

A spokesman said that the committee 
wished to ‘make clear that the recently- 
enacted anti-inflation tax increase had to 
be accompanied by: restraint in the private 
economy.

NEW YORK (ENA), ---- Observers in Baghdad are generally persuaded, despite 
the mystery that continues to cloak the men behind the new Iraqi regime, that 
it means a change toward the Right and away from the influence of President 


Nasser, says ἃ report in the “New York 
A number of Nasseritey and at least 
one adherent of the Left wing of the 
Ba'th Party have been jailed, and Right- 
wing Ba'thists appear to dominate the 
new cabinet. 
However, the observers also believe that 


. the move to the Right will not ba very 


marked because extreme conservatives are 
apparently not included among the new 
Official, says the Baghdad dispatch. 
The new Cabinet, formed; Thursday, is 
made up largely of Right-wing Ba'thists 
and technicians, some of whom had served 
fn the outsted Cabinet of Gen. Taher 
Yahla, who is in jail The Cabinet also 
includes four Kurdish ministers, two of 
them regarded as adherents of the Kurdish 
nationalist leader, Mustapha Barzani.

Perhaps ay significant as the new names 
in power js a list of 26 men whose agsets 
have been sequestered and most of whom 
have been jailed since Wednesday. Among 
them are the President of the National 
Oil Company, Adib el-Jadr.

Yadr, who made 2 deal last year with the 
French Government oil company for the 
exploration of certain Iraqi territory, The 
new regime has accused these men of 
corruption and bribe-taking, and they will 
probably be brought to trial.

Discord at the Kremlin? 


Russian-born YITZHAK 
SHOMRON, a Jerusalem 
journalist, who keeps up to 
date on Soviet activities by 
reading Russian language 
publications, hag detected 
possible differences of opinion 
between Soviet leaders lately, 
mainly on the issue of an East- 
West detente. He writes here 
on his observations, gleaned 
from “Pravda’ and ‘Izvestia.’ 


ECENT inconsistencies in the official 

reactions of Soviet leaders, particular- 
ly on the issue of detente with the West, 
may merely be cynical Kremlin manipu~ 
Jation of international issues — an idea- 
logical smoke screen to vei] Russian ob-~ 
jectives. An equally pluusible explanation 
is that the apparent conflict in the state- 
ments of Premier Alexei Kosygin and 
Party Chairman Leonid Brezhnev reflect 
a veal, and serious rift at the top of 
Soviet leadership. 

A case in point is the apparent vacll~ 
lation on the withdrawal of Soviet troops 
from. Czechoslovakia, before the firm So- 
viet stand of last week demanding talks 
with the liberal Czech leaders. It could 
be that the Russians were merely wag- 
ing ἃ war of nerves with Mr. Dubcek, 
delaying the troop’.withdrawals to gather 
more pressure. It also could be that the 
fluctuation represented a conflict between 
the “hawks” and the "doves" tn Moscow 
— 3 hattle which then was resolved at 
last week's Warsaw meeting. 

But the Russian leaders were also sing- 
ing different tunes in regard to the non- 
proliferation treaty, recently signed with 
much fanfare in Moscow and Washing- 
ton. Not 24 hours after Mr. Kosygin made 
his nine-point proposal on disarmament, 
Mr. Brezhnev spoke out harshly against 
the U.S. 

If the leadership were truly of one 
mind. it would seem strange that Mr, 
Brezhnev would choose that moment to 
epeak out against the moral atmosphere 
in the U.S., saying that a “soclal and 
political system which gives birth to po~ 
litical banditry evokes contempt and aver~ 
sion throughout the world." It doesn't seem 
consistent to say, on one hand, that you 
are willing to discuss disarmament, while 
on the other you call the party to the 
embryonic detente names. 

It might be that the comments of the 
party leader were merely aimed at the 
rash of assassinations and violence in the 
U.S. Nevertheless, the words of Mr. 
Brezhnev reflected strongly that there 


was a difference of opinion — and a 
serlous-one at that — hetween himself 
and his more concilliatory colleague. 

The follow-up shows the same divi- 
sion more clearly. Mr, Kosygin, the tech- 
nocrat, in one of his impromptu speeches 
emphasized the pragmatic value of the 
non-proliferation treaty, remarking that 
nuclear armaments are simply useless to 
all countries concerned. ἐν 

Με. Brezhnev wasted no time in coun- 
tering by. emphasizing the “need for 
strength,” Speaking before the National 
Conference of Soviet Teachers, he said, 
as teported in "Pravda” July 4; “'Impe- 
rialism still attempts to use every oppor- 
tunity to disrupt the unity of the Socialist 
world, and it trieg to undermine the revo- 
lutionary movement the world over. This 
compels us to greater vigilance and inten- 
sification of the anti-imperiallstic battle.” 

In another part οὐ the speech, Mr. 
Brezhoev urged the teachers to reject 
tiles with the enemies of Communism — 
those very enemies with whom his part- 
mer in the Soviet leadership was seek- 
Ing to negotiate. 

‘The speeches of’some party functionar- 
jen reflected a sense of uncertainty about 
the outcome of the conflict. Ukranian 
Party Secretary P, Shelest echoed his 
superior. Mr, Brezhnev, when he sald, 
as reported in “Izvestia" July 6: “No Com- 
munist can agree with those theoreti- 
clans who try to make us forgetful of 
the class war in the name of ‘liberalism.’ 
Those who retreat from the principles 
of Marxism-Leninism are united by their 
opposition to the international character 
of Leninism.” Are you listening, Mr. Ko- 
sygin? 


Vietnam and Korea : 


The game thing can be seen In the 
schedules of Soviet radio stations, which 
suddenly began fo multiply their hroad- 
casts on “the obligations of the Soviet 
people to the fighting people of Vietnam 
and Korea.” There can be no inistake 
abont the increase — it virtually ex- 
ploded on the air, and was strongly anti- 
U.S. in nature. The stations also paid an 
inordinate amount of attention to the 
seventh anniversary of the signing of the 
friendship treaty between the Soviet Union 
and North Korea, an event hardly de- 
serving of more than brief recognition. 

Apparently, one paper. didn't ger the 
point — at least not the point Mr. Brezh- 
nev and his subordinates were making. 
“Liternaturnaya Gazeta," the popular li- 
terary paper, came out in a recent 
Issue against the “dfaoist revisionists, 
who voice opposition to -the noa-proli- 
feration treaty because it does in fact 
help to abolish the differences among na- 
tions and thus offers a real promise of 
peace.” ᾿ 

At this date, much of the evidence 
points toward ἃ rift. It will be, interest- 
ing and important to see if the future 
brings further evidence of that fissure, 
or if the whole exercise proves merely 
to be a complicated manoeuvre ta keep 
everyone guessing — Americans on one 
side and the conservative Communists on 
the other. :

‘No sell-out’ 


This ig not a Dunkirk moment for the 
Czechs — that jg several steps away, 
and those steps may never be taken. 
But .neither js it a Munich moment. In 
1938, the Czechg felt betrayed not only 
by the Western Powers who sold them 
out to Hitler, but also by their own 
Government. This ghost has been firmly 
laid by Mr. Dubcek. He made it clear 
in his television speech on Thursday 
night that the party would not swerve 
an inch frm its course towards Socialist 
democracy and humanism, and he con- 
-tlnued, firm but friendly, to reaffirm 
the Party’s loyalty to the Soviet Union 
and the Warsaw Pact. 

The result is that the nation today 
stands behind him as It has never stood 
behind any Communist lender. sAt the 
plenary session of the Central Committee 
Meeting in Prague Castle, workers’ delega- 
ttons arrived outside to back him up. 
In one hotel the staff met — waitresses 
and receptionists, porters and chamber- 
maids — to draft -a telegram of support. 


‘One maid added: “Tell him we're keeping

New regime in 
. Iraq ‘strongly

LONDON (INA). — The Baghdad cor- 
respondent of the “Dally Telegraph" says 
in a dispatch published yesterday that the 
new Iraqi regime appears to be a good 
deal less left-wing and less ‘doctrinaire 
socialist than previous ones. 

Its leaders are strongly anti-Communist 
and there appears to be oo pro-Nasser 
elements in the Cabinet. At present the 
regime has little popular backing. It can 
expect strong opposition from the Com- 
munists, left-wing Ba'thists and the Nas- 
seritec, 

Most Iragts, however, are relieved that 
‘the unpopular government of ‘Taher Yehia 
has been overthrown, and they are now 
waiting to see if the regime of young 
nationalist army officcrs in coalition with 
Right-wing members of the Ba'th will be 
able to work together, says the cor- 
respondent.

MOSCOW, — 
ONSIDERING that Turkey is still ἃ 
loyal member of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization set up to defend the 
‘West against Communist expansion, the 
Tecent visit of the Turkish Foreign Min- 
ister, Thsan Sabri Caglayangil, to Mos- 
cow in search of increased economic aid 
is a remarkable event. It is, however, an 
indication of the success of Soviet at- 
tempts to improve relations with Turkey 
rather than a starting point for them. 
First Russian overtures to Turkey were 
Made immediately after the death of Sta- 
lin, in 1958, when the then Soviet Foreign 
Yr, Molotov, sent a note to Ankara 
renouneing Soviet territorial claims against 
Turkey, Since then two Turkish Prime 
Ministers have visited the Soviet Union, 
Sand Mr, Nikolai Podgorny, now Soviet 
President, led a parliamentary delegati 
toTurkey in 1965, while in 1986 Mr, Aiexel 
Xosygin, chairman of the Soviet Council of 
isters, became the first Soviet head of 
Government to travel to Turkey. 


Soviet-Turkish trade is improving at a 
galloping speed. It hag increased to four 
times the 1964 figure of $17m, There 18 
now a direct train service between Turkey 
and the Soviet Union, The Russiang have 
already committed $200m. of credit to 
Turkey for a variety of industrial pro- 
Jeets to be built with Soviet assistance. 
These include a barrage on the Arpacay 
river, 2 third Turkish steel centre, an oil 
refinery, a tractor plant and a sheet glass_ 
factory. 


Mr, Suleyman Demirel, the Turkish 
Prime Minister, sald after his visit to the 
Soviet Union in September, 1967, that the 
“mistrust, doubt and prejudice whieh for 
many years marred and damaged Turco- 
Soviet relations are now being eliminated.” 
The Russians concur, although they do 
add now and then that some sectiong in 
Turkey are not yet reconciled to the es- 
tablishmient of good relations between the 


two countries. Sometimes they also cri- 
ticise aspects of Turkish policies, though 
mildly. 

The Soviet Union is still dedicated to 
eliminating the Western military presence 
in Turkey. but it believes this can be bet- 
ter achieved by a development of closer 
economic and political ties rather than 
under any kind of pressure. The steady 
growth of anti-American sentiment in 
Turkey is also 2 matter of satisfaction to 
the Russians, Although little is reported 
in the world press about ‘it, since 1059 
anti-American feeling has steered Turkey 
towards a course closer to neutralism. 


’ fhe Russians recognize that the terri- 
torial claimg instituted by Stalic played 
@ major role in alienating Turkey, and 
thus consolidating the antagonism against 
the Soviet Union which used to be the hall- 
mark of Turkish policies. After Mr. Pod- 
gorny visited Turkey in 1965, he Made 8 
long television broadcast in which he con- 
fessed that Soviet policies were as much 
to blame as Turkish policies. 


_Stalin’s claim 


But there ‘were domestic reasons too 
why ‘Mr. Podgorny’s visit was so widely 
publicized in Russia. The Armenians view 
with disfavour the new rapprochement 
between Turkey ang the Soviey Union. 
They still remember the Turkish mas- 
sacres of their kinamen under Ottaman 
rule in 1915 when meny of them were 
slaughtered by the Young Turks, On the 
other hand, the easing of tension between 
Turkey and the Soviet Union is welcomed 
by the Azerig of Azerbeljan and ‘the Tur- 
kic peoples of the Central Asian republics 
of the Soviet Union. The Russians ob- 
viously want to_lay the ghost of pan- 
Turkic revival on the one hand and‘ Ar- 
Mmenian-Turkish antagonism on the other. 

Externally, the rapprochement between 
the two countries has been helped by 
Turkish disappointment with the Ameri- 
can and Nato roles In the Cyprus ‘ispute

as well as Turkish belief that Soviet sup- 
Port can be used as a lever to persuade 
‘Washington to change. its policy towards 
the Greeks. Like Turkey, the Soviet Union 
ig opposed to union between Cyprug and 
Greece, but unlike the Turks it does not 
support a partition of Cyprus between the 
Greek and Turkish communities, 


But frustrations over Cyprus apart, 
Turkey has also moved closer towards the 
Soviet Union with the realization that she 
is no longer strategically: indispensable 
and there is decliniug interest in her on 
the part of America and the ‘Western 
countries. 

This’ has been aggravated by periodic. 
public outery in Turkey over alleged 
American interference in Turkey's internal 
affairs. Numerous incidents have added 
fuel to this fire of fesentment against 
America, A notable example was the de- 
monstration against publie misbehaviour 
of some American servicemen based’ at 
Adana's Incirik air base in November, 
1966, Thete have also been allegations of 
strong Central Intelligence Agency activi- 
ties in Turkey. In December, 1966, the 
Government bowed to public pressure and 
asked the U.S. to reduce the number of 
Peace Corps volunteers sent to Turkey. 
Formally, the Turkish Government still 
pledges loyalty to Nato, and in public con- 
siders its tles wit? the Sovlet Unlon secon- 
dary. Nevertheless, in foreign policy. mat- 
tere, in disputes in the U.N., Turkey has 
been following a more independent course 
- lately. a 

The rapprochement between Turkey and 
the Soviet Union should not.be considered 
in isolation, Iran and Pakistan. both mem- 
bers of the Central Treaty Organization 
together with Turkey, are both now rect- 
pients of Soviet armgz on a small scale. It 
‘is part of a bigger Soviet effort to befriend 
all the border States on her southern flank, 
thus securing her frontlers and eliminating 
American influence at the same time.

Infor- 
mation on the “little details” like those 
outlmed above are ἃ basicy requirement 
before anyone can begin to talk serlous- 
ly about academic aliya. In order to get 
this sort of information in the medical 
Profession, and also to find out just what 
posts are available, where, and for what 
sort of doctor, and what the coditions 
would be, I have written to the Merkaz 
Kupat Holim in Tel Aviv, to Kupat Holim 
in Beersheba twice, to the Israel Medical 
Association, three times to the Ministry 
of Health and three times to the Aliya 
Dept, of the Jewish Agency, 


In sum, I have received no effective 
answer. Does Israel want doctors? It 
would be far cheaper to employ a doctor 
and ἃ secretary for a year to gatker all 
this information than to train another 
doctor. With this information I have no 
doubt at all that several dozen doctors 
could be brought every year to Israel. 
This Institute alone could attract half 
that number. The truth of the matter is 
that, for all the talk, Israeli institutions 
just do not care about aliya, and that 
includes the medical institutions. They 
Prefer to compel young Israeli doctors 
to ge to the development areas rather than 
change thelr own habits of thought, and 
the young doctors themselves are so re- 
moved from allya-consciousness that the 
simple solution just does not aceur to 
them.

Why young Jews work for USA. ᾿

BOUT 90 members of the United Jew- 


ish Appeal's Young Leadership Mis- 
sion, aged abut 25 to 40, are now tour- 
ing the country. They came from all 
parts of the U.S, Accompanied by six 
women army officers, they are seelng: the 
sights, Hstening to the country’s leaders, 
meeting immigrants and young business 
people, and asking questions. ΕΝ 
The Young Leadership Organization, 
set up in 1960 by Rabbi Herbert Fried- 
man, Executive Vice-President of the 
U..A, is organized with typical Ameri- 
can efficiency. It has a cabinet of 148 
which meets several times a year. The 
cabinet bas a small executive, and three 
of its members are in the present mission. 
‘They are James H. Nobil, 38, of Akron, 
Ohio, who is here on his third visit; Lea 
H. Javitch, 37, of Harrisburg, Pennsyl- 
vania, and Ivan J. Novick, 41, of Pitts- 
burgh. They are down-to-earth and prac- 
tical, purposeful and effective, less emo- 
tional perhaps than thelr fathers and 
grandfathers, but no less dedicated. They 
have the advantages of university and 


business training in the worid'’s most 
competitive soclety. ~ 
Nobil, the senior and leader of the 


group who was here for his first visit in 
1961, is a real estate appraiser. Javitch 
is president of nine supermarkets, Novick 
works in real estate management and 
development. He also represents a group 
of investors in Pittsburgh who, through 
the West Penn Realty Company, have in- 
vested over fim. in Bat Yam. Their Jew- 
ish communal duties — they are leaders 
of the U.J.A. campaigns in their own 
communities in addition to membership 
on the national body of the Y.L.—are done 
in their spare time, and in many more 
hours and days snatched from their 
businesses. 

What is the motivation of these thou- 
sands of young Jews throughout the U.S. 
to work for the U..A.? “We regard im- 
migration and the absorption of immi-

It all started when the Municipality 
published the names of citizens who had 
been sued for taxes they refused to pay, 
and had lost their court cases, Although 
not directly involved, Mr. Wertheimer 
considered this publication ap invasion of 
privacy — and said so, in an open. letter, 
printed at his own expense and distribut- 
ed to most of Nahariya’s 25,000 citizens, 
In the letter, he maintained the action 
was a form of blackmail. 7 ee το 
The following is an indirect dlalogue, 
with this reporter as intermediary, con- 
ducted between the Municipality and Mr. 
Wertheimer, 

Spokesman: This is a procedure we 
copied from another Local Council, so it 
is nothing new. It is not blackmail hut 
an attempt to prevent people wasting” 
time and money, both ours and theirs 
by refusing to pay their Jega) taxes, 
which are fixed, by the way. by the 
Ministry of the Interior, not us. 
Wertheimer: Why then did the Munict- 
pallty not respond to my challenge to 
publish the names of people whose cases 
were upheld by the court? Or the names 
of people who are much more in arrears 
to the town and yet have not been press- 
ed for payment? 

Spokesman: The Municipality cannot ask 
Mr, Wertheimer’s permission ΣῸΣ it's 
every action. 

Wertheimer: I have a factory employing 
130 people and an apprentice school for 
60 boys, When I applied ta the Munici- 
pality for help I was told that the town 
does not need such enterprises nor does 
the Education Department need any advice 
from me. 
Spokesman: We maintain aa excellent 
trade school within whose framework 
boys could be trained for work in this 
or any other factory. We cannot sub- 
sidise, with public money, programmes for 
private needs. If the tone of our reply 
was offensive to Mr. Wertheimer, we 
are sorry, but his approach to us bas been 
far from courteous. The tone of the δὲ- 
tack sets the reply. 

Wertheimer: They should reply to the 
facts, not the tone, Thay have no idea 
of what Js required in modern factories, 
but don't think of consulting the town's

WASHINGTON (AP). — Senate testi- 
mony has disclosed serious concern about 
whether U.S, aircraft could mateh the 
Soviet Union's switt new jets in a battle 
for control of the skles. 

Gen. John McConnell, the Air Force 
Chief of Staff called it absolutely impe- 
rative that the U.S. move as fast as 
possible to develop a new fighter to 
counter the threat. While the Soviet 
Union uow has a new combat jet which 
may be the fastest plane in the world, 
Gen. McConnell) said the main U.S. fight« 
er remains the F-4 Phantom, which 
will be 15 years old in the mid-1970s; 

Gen. McConnell and other military ex- 
perts testified at hearings before the Se- 
nate Preparedness subcommittee « May 
and early June. The censored testimony, 
mada public yesterday, revealed 4 con- 
tinuing gulf between military and civi- 
Han leaders in the Pentagon. 


Air control 


Sen. Stuart Symington, 2 Denmocrat 
from Missourl and a former Secretary 
of the Air Force, told a top-ranking civi- 
Jian official. “All the experts I know 
feel we have lost our desire to control 
the air, and that therefore if we had 3 
fight, unless we went to nuclear weapons, 
we would jose the air control..." 

An Assistant Secretary of Defence said 
speed is not the only factor in air-to- 
air combat.

The Genera) sald the plane was first 
sought in’ 1965, but the decisinu had 
been delayed in part by disagreemort over 
whether if should be designed purely as 
a fighter plane or serve other purposes. 
This multi-purpose approach, particularly 
in the controversial case of the F111, 
has been an area of considerable dispute 
in the Pentagon. Gen. McConnell said the 
F-X is now slated to be a Hgntweight 
swift fighter, designed primarily for air 
combat, 


Sen. Symington also noted Soviet de- 
velopment of new short-takeoff planss, 
such as the Flagon and Faithless, and 
the new experimental model for vertical 
take-offs, the Freehand. 

A Pentagon official apparently dispa- 
raged the “capability of the new Soviet 
aircraft in a reply that was censored 
from the testimony. Sen. Symington re- 
torted: “As I understand your position, 
you are” saying that these new Soviet 
planes are not as good as what we have 
not got.”

Large family allowance 
paid in East Jerusalem

Over 5,000 East Jerusalemite women, 
many of them accompanied by children, 
yesterday flocked to three post offices 
to collect the quarterly large family al- 
Jowance paid on the National Insurance 
Tastitute.

Dr. Arnon, who played a leading part 
in negotiating the orlginal ald agreement 
in 1966, stated that the terms are excel- 
lent. They include finance for housing, 
industry and (for fhe first time) infra- 
structure development, ie., road constryc- 
tion and the expansion of Lydda Airport. 
The two last logns will be repaid over 
the next 25 years, including a seven-year 
grace period, 

In answer to a question, 'Dr. Arnon 
stated that repayment has begun of in- 
terim loans taken between the expiry of 
Reparations and the approval of the pre- 
sent loan series in 1966. This year Israel 
will be defraying q sum of over 35m. 
marks to West Germany.

— A Gahal motion to remove Deputy Mayor Moshe Goldstein from 
his post failed to pass ‘yesterday when only seven Gahal Councillors voted for 
it, Gahal claimed that Mr. Goldstein has no right to serve in his present capacity 
after. he bolted from the Independent Liberal Party. He held the sole LLP, seat 


in the City Council, 

The voting was preceded by heated de- 
bate. Mr. Rafael Kotlewitz, of Gahal, said 
that Mr. Goldstein's act “constitutes bla- 
tant contempt for the voters’ wishes, which 
can in turn cause contempt on the part of the 
voters for the whole electoral system.” 
According to Mr. Kotlewitz, a persou 
holding public office is a representative of 
ἃ certain party and the mandate is “the 
property of the party in our electoral 
system.” Mr. Goldstein, Mr, Kotlewitz 
charged, Jeft more than 10,000 constituents 
without representation. 

Replying, Deputy Mayor Yehoshua Ra~ 
binowitz, who is taking Mayor Namir's 
place while the Jatter is on vacation, said 
that be does “not know what all the com- 
motion is about. After all nothing has 
changed. No coalition has been toppled, 
and Mr. Goldstein was Deputy Mayor be- 
fore and is Deputy Mayor now." 

Mr. Netaniel Matalon, of Gahal, asked 
that the opinion of the municipal legal ad- 
viser be heard. Deputy Mayor Rabinowitz 
angrily refused to let him speak. He also 
denied a Gahal motion that a test vote be 
held to see not just who is for the Gahal 
motion, but also who Is against removing 
Mr. Goldstein from office.

The liberalization programme so far has 
helped mainly by improving quality and 
design, e.g., of chocolates and domestic 
utensils, In some cases industrial firms 
have ceased manufacturing goods that 
are not competitive, and are narrowing 
thelr range of products, which is all to 
the good, in the Minister's view. 

As things stand, 30 per cent of the 
goods exposed to import Uberalization’ 
have a duty of under 50 per cent, 40 per 
cent a duty of between 50 and 100 per 
cent, and 30 per cent enjoy a tarlff bar- 
rier of over 100 per cent. He gave notice 
that the Home Industries Protection Com- 
mittee will discuss terminating the import 
ban on paper and cardboard, which may 
be confined to tariff protection next year. 

Ministry officials sald yesterday that 
paper Is one of three industrial areas still 
insulated against competition, the other 
two being textiles, and metal products 
manufactured in the Acre steel mill.

during the Arab-Israel war, 

The hot-line was used five times dur- 
ing the war, in what the magazine, in a 
copyright the article, sald was a “war of 
nerves and of wills" waged by President 
Johnson and Soviet Premier Kosygin. The 
article, “Countdown in the Holy: Land,” 
based on interviews with participants in 
the teletype confrontation, was written by 
“Reader's Digest” roving editor Lester 
Velie. 

Premier Kosygin used the hot-line “for 
the first time im anger” on Tuesday, 
June 6, the article sald. He demanded that 
Mr. Johnson persuade the Israelis to stop

in car-hire 


contract thrown out of court 


TEL AVIV. — Magistrates Court Judge Dov Zohar said in a judgment yester- 
day that the Liberator Car Hire Company was out to diddle the public with the 
“fine print” conditions.on the back of its contracts. The Judge said its main 
victims were probably tourists, rather than Israelis, and he said it was a shame 
that neither the Ministry of Transport nor the Ministry of Tourism seemed to 
be keeping the proper sort of checks on the car hire trade. 


GALILI-TO RULE ON TV. 
JOURNALISTS’ DEMANDS 


The Liberator Company had sued a 
Mr. Shmuel Ezrah (Mizrahi) for IL1,700, 
after he hired one of their vehicles in 
July 1967, had an accident, and landed 
the vehicle in the garage for 42 days 
with a I£4.000 repair bifl. Mr. Ezrah 
paid the firm ILSSO under the hirer's 
liability clause, but then the firm de- 
manded another DL700 in lieu of the 42 
days the car was idle in garage, and 
141,000 compensation for depreciation. ᾿ 

Mr. Ezrah told the Court that the 
conditions of the hire contract were il- 
legal under the Standard Contracts Law, 
and hence must be disqualifed. When 
he signed the contract, he did not see 
the conditions, nor was he shown them, 
hence he could not have been aware of 
the 21 clauses in fine print on the back, 
to the detriment of the hirer. Had he 
known about them, he told the Court, 
he would never have hired a car from 
Liberator, 


DRACONIC CONDITIONS 

Calling the conditions of the contract 
draconic, Judge Zohar said that in any 
case car rental fees were fcr higher in 
israel than in other countries, but that 
did not prevent the car hire firms from 
under-insuring for all damages liable to 
result from an accident. “Who would 
ever have dreamed that he would be 
asked to pay for a cars standing idle 
after an accident, because the-car hire 
firm never took out the appropriate In- 
surance cover." Judge Zohar asked. 

He sald that hehind if all there seemed 
to lurk the Intention to defraud the 
public. To cut rates of rental, and become 
nore competitive vis-a-vis the other car 
hire firms, the renter is lett with all the 
risks, unwittingly. He is never expected 
to learn of his liabilities in the maze of 
fine print, while the firm gets away with 
Jower insurance premiums. Tourists, who 
cannot ali read Hebrew or English, and 
are accustomed te hire contracts abroad, 
would never dream of finding such 
conditions in Israeli contracts. 

Judge Zohar rejected the company's 
claim, and awarded Mr. Ezrah I140Q 
costs, . (Itim)

The Union 
secretary, Mr. B. Ben-Aharon, stated that 
in fact consumption was going up, and 
that Upper Galilee Settlements had ag- 
reed to reduce thelr pond area of 15,000 
dunams by 10 per cent because they use 
sweet water that--can be exploited for 
other farming uses .and they have no 
other land reserves. ᾿ 

“The Union agreed to the ‘reduction 
“because thanks to advances in fish breed- 
ing, we are able to supply all demands, 
including reserves, from smaller . pond 
areas,” Mr. Ben-Aharon sald. : 

The spokesman's announcement was 
harmful ta the fishbreeders he said, 
especially at a time when they have te 
compete with frozen fish from deep sea
